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SECURITY COUNCIL 
OF UN. TAXES UP 
INDOCHINA OVER 
SOVIET OBJECTION 


Group Hears Thailand’s 
Request to Send Ob- 
servation Commission, 
Then Recesses to 
Study It. 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
June 3 (AP)—The United Na- 
tions Security Council voted 
today over Soviet opposition to 
debate Thailand's request for a 
U.N, peace watchdog commis- 
sion to study the Indochina war 
threat on Thailand’s borders. 

It was the first time the Indo- 
china war crisis was put before 
the U.N. 

Pote Sarasin, Thailand ambas- 
sador to the United States, told 
the Council that the Indochina 
war not only directly threat- 
ened his country but menaced 
the legal governments of neigh- 
boring Cambodia and Laos. 

After Sarasin spoke, the 
Council adjourned indefinitely 
to allow delegations to study 
the request and get instructions 
from their capitals. 

Soviet Objections. 

The Soviet Union cast the only 
negative vote in the 11-member 
Council. The Russian delegate, 
in the opening speech, charged 
the move would hinder peace in 
Indochina and would interfere 
with negotiations at Geneva on 
an Indochina cease-fire. 

France switched from its pre- 
vious opposition to support the 
resolution putting the question 
on the Council agenda for de- 
bate. 

Soviet delegate Semyon K. 
Tsarapkin said the Thai request 
would only serve the interests 
of “aggressive circles” and the 
interests of the United States by 
interfering with armistice talks. 
He said it was not necessary to 
discuss the situation here at 
present. 

The Russian’s opposition in- 
dicated the Soyiet Union likely 
would veto any later resolution 
for a peace observation group 
in Thailand. 

Thailand’s Plea. 

Sarasin’s request dealt tech- 
nically with Thailand, but actu- 
ally Thailand was hopeful the 
U.N, could do something to halt 
the Communists in Indochina. 
He said Thailand has lost hope 
that the war in Viet Nam would 
continue to be confined to that 
country. He said an impartial 
observation team would prevent 
the situation from deteriorating 
and would help “to avoid the 
extension of conflict and blood- 
shed.” 

The Thai representative re- 
quested that a commission of 
the peace observation group be 
given authority to proceed to 
Thailand or any adjoining area 
requesting such officers. 

In New Delhi yesterday, an 
authoritative source said Indian 
Prime Minister Nehru also was 
against the Council’s starting 
debate on the matter now, for 
fear it would endanger the 
Geneva negotiations. India is 
not on the council. 

French Change Stand. 

France also had been against 
an immediate discussion but 
was reported yesterday to have 
changed its position. It did so, 
diplomatic informants said, aft- 
er it was explained that Thai- 
land wanted observers only on 
its territory—not in Indochina. 

France has flatly opposed all 
previous suggestions of bring- 
ing the Indochina war before 
the U.N., contending it was a 
domestic rebellion and no busi- 
ness of the international organ- 
ization. The French have feared 
that U.N. intervention in the 
Far Eastern territory would set 
a precedent fer .similar action 
in France’s nationalist-troubled 
North African possessions. 

United States delegate Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr. plans to leave 


in Normandy celebrating the 
tenth anniversary of D-day. He 
will be away till mid-June. He 
issued the call for today’s meet- 
ing Tuesday after taking over 
the Council presidency for this 
month and consulting other 
members.

Bidault spoke at a secret ses- 
sion of the nine-party parley 
after Viet Nam’s foreign minis- 
ter, Nguyen Quoc Dinh, had as- 
sailed the Communist proposal 
for a four-nation supervisory 
commission consisting of India, 
Pakistan, Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

Bidault was especially vigor- 
ous in his objections to yester- 
day’s suggestion by Communist- 
led Vietminh that the interna- 
tional supervisory body should 
have a limited role, with the 
main policing functions being 
handled by mixed French-Viet- 
minh commissions. 


Paralysis Feared. 

Bidault took the position that 
the mixed commissions would 
be completely paralyzed by the 
Communists and, therefore, 
would be useless, He had sug- 
gested yesterday, however, that 
he would not object to having 
mixed commissions serve as lo- 
cal observation groups so long 
as they were controlled by the 
international commission. 

Dinh suggested that the su- 
pervisory body should be estab- 
lished by the United Nations. He 
was reported to have said:

WASHINGTON, June 3—Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles urged Congress today to 
authorize wider exchange of 
strategic atomic information be- 
tween the United States and its 
allies. 

He told the Joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Atomic 
Energy “the gravity of the 
present international situation 
. lends added urgency to this 
matter of increasing our allies’s 
capabilities in these new tech- 
niques of war.” 

Dulles also said “certain 
Western allies who are quali- 
fied” in the field of , nuclear 
energy are “enthusiastic” about 
President Eisenhower's proposal 
for an international “pool” of 
atomic resources for peacetime 
use, 

Enactment Urged. 


“If whenever peace is to be 
established anywhere in the 
| world we have to call on the

Military Interchange. 

It was this provision that 
Dulles indorsed but he went a 
step further to say: 

“I understand that the De- 
partment of Defense is con- 
cerned because the remedial 
language of the bill authorizing 
this type of military interchange 
falls somewhat short of what is 
needed. 

“I hope a way can be found 
to permit the amount of inter- 
change of military information 
which is needed to enhance our 
security.” 

Dulles apparently referred to 
a proposal by the Atomic Energy 
Commission that Congress au- 
thorize the President to give 
friendly countries limited infor- 
mation on the design and man- 
ufacture of atomic weapons, 
under certain conditions. 

The Defense’ Department is 
believed to support this sugges- 
tion under which data could be 
given out if the Chief Executive 
considered it “essential” to 
achieving military unity or if 
the information came up “inci- 
dentally” in the exchange of 
other matéiial. 

Neither the 
laws nor the 1946 statute permit 
exchange of data on design or 
manufacture of atomic weapons. 
The AEC said this prohibition 
might act as an impediment to 
full military co-operation. 

Dulles told the committee 
that in 1946 the United States 
had “virtually an exclusive posi- 
tion with regard to the util&a- 
tion of atomic energy.”

Dulles made public his letter 
to Senator McCarthy, to which 
the Senator has not yet replied. 
It is known that he believes 
that a McCarthy-type investiga- 
tion would wreck his or any 
other free world intelligence 
agency,: and has issued orders 
that leaks to McCarthy—as wel 
as to possible enemy agents— 
is cause for instant dismissal 
of any CIA employe. | 

Dulles refused to knuckle un- 
der to Senator McCarthy last 
year when the Senator sounded 
off that he was going to investi- 
gate the CIA. The two, in a 
long secret session, announced 
a mutually acceptable “agree- 
ment,” and until yesterday the 
Wisconsin Senator had not sug- 
gested that any inquiry into the 
CIA was being pressed.

The Rev. Dr. James W. Storer 
was re-elected president of the 
Southern Baptist Convention 
today for his second one-year 


term. He is pastor of First! 


Baptist Church, Tulsa, Okla. 
The Rev. Dr. Oliver R. 


Shields, pastor of Lafayette | 


Park Baptist Church, St. Louis, 
was elected second vice presi- 
dent, and the Rev. Dr. Homer 
G. Lindsay of First Baptist 
Church, Jacksonville, Fla., was 
chosen first vice president. 


REELECTED BY 


The Rev. Dr. Storer is a 
native of Kansas and a graduate 
of William Jewell College, Lib- 
erty, Mo, He has been pastor 
of the Tulsa church since 1931. 
The convention is meeting at 
Kiel Auditorium. 

A $9,200,000 budget for 1955 
was approved by the convention 
yesterday. It was the largest 
goal ever set by the denomina- 
tion. 

Fund for Missions. 

Foreign missions will receive 
a total of $3,475,000, and $1,149.- 
800 will be allocated to home 
missions; much of this fund will 
go to establish new churches in 
the United States. The relief 
and annuity board will receive 
$791,000 for retired pastors and 
missionaries and church work- 
ers. 

Other major allotments will go 
to theological seminaries, col- 
leges, hospitals and other insti- 
tutions of the denomination, and 
to various commissions. 

More than 14,000 pastors and 
lay workers and denominational 
staff members are attending the 
ninety-seventh annual meeting 
which opened yesterday and 
will adjourn at noon Saturday. 

Social Security Move. 

The convention decided yes- 
terday that “a request be made 
to the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee for a social security’ bill 
covering ministers which would 
be least objectionable to our 
people and presenting fewer 
complications in the future.” 

The convention asked that 
such a bill call for a social se- 
curity contract between the 
Federal Government and the in- 
dividual, without involving the 
churches, 

Aggressive evangelism is im- 
perative to the Southern Baptist 
program “to touch the multitude 
of lives now unreached,” the 
Rev. Dr. James L. Sullivan, 
executive secretary of the Sun- 
day School Board, said today. 

“In the 2000 years of Chris- 
tian history, the world has be- 
come a little bit churchy, but 
the church has become tragi- 
cally worldly,” he told the 
delegates. : 

“We as churches can grow 
cold of we can be compassionate 
and warm in heart,” the Rev. 
Dr. Sullivan said. “We can be 
indifferent or we can be zealous. 
As long as our hearts do not 
beat with compassion, we will 
not do our best in reaching 
people.” 

251,000 New Members. 

The growth of the Southern 
Baptists which brought 251,000 
mew members last year and an 
average of nearly two new 
churches a day. has been the 
subject of much comment in re- 
cent months by church officers 
and religious publications. The 
Christian Century, a  non- 
denominational journal, referred 
to the “amazing vitality and 
growth of the Southern Bap- 
tists.” 

“The Christian purpose is not 
simply to readjust men,” the 
: minister said. “The fundamental 
purpose is to redeem , men. 
Jesus’s purpose was not to con- 
form but to reform. His mis- 
sion was not just to instruct but 
to evangelize.” 

He added that Christianity 
“does not push like a bulldozer. 
It pulls like a magnet. We will 
use the pulling power of the 
gospel to draw the masses of 
men. :

‘’ Warns of Indifference. 

“He touched the eyes of blind 
men to sight, the limbs of lame 
men to walking, and the ears 
of deaf'men to hearing. When 
one possesses a deep conviction 
of heart that men are made in 
the image of God, he cannot be 
indifferent to human needs 
wherever it is and in whatever 
form it might show itself.” 

The Rev. Dr. Baker James 
Cauthen, executive secretary of 
the Southern Baptist Foreign 
Mission Board, said last night 
that the church now has 912 
missionaries in 33 countries. 
Working alongside them are 327 
ordained and 494 unordained 
full-time national workers. 

He said that even though the 
board wishes to move as rapidly 
as possible toward its 1750 goal 
in number of missionaries, “it 
still must uphold its same high 
standards of appointments.” 

“We must have missionaries 
who will do normal work under 
abnormal situations,” he said. 
“The basic requirement for ad- 
vance in world missions is dedi- 
cated lives.” 

Missions in Latin America. 

An Australia-born missionary, 
the Rev. Dr. H. W. Schweins- 
berg, reported that there are 
now 16 Southern Baptist 
churches in .Colombia, South 
America, whe went 13 
years ago to open Baptist mis- 
sion work. 

Dr. Schweinsberg said Protes- 
tant missions in Latin America 
are making progress in the face 
of “violent and concerted oppo- 
sition” frqm Roman Catholic 
leaders. In Colombia, the mis- 
sionary said, non-Catholic reli- 
gions recently were outlawed.

Planners of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, in their 
thoroughness, put baby sitting 
and tape recording on a mass 
production scale. 


A 65-bed nursery for Baptists 
under 3 years of age has been 
established in two committee 
rooms off Kiel Auditorium’s 
Convention Hall. There, upward 
of 100 children are . deposited 
during convention sessions. 

The resulting pandemonium 
could only be created by 100 
children—3 years old and 
younger. x 

Every emotion of babyhood is 
exhibited simultaneously, from 
the contentment of a tot deep 
in sleep to the uncompromising 
wails of a child who wants his 
“Mommy.” Last night, at least, 
the wailers were in the majority. 

But none of the youngsters 
cried long without attention. 
Twenty-three persons, volun- 
teers from St. Louis area Bap- 
tist churches, are on duty at all 
times. In efforts to stop the 
flow of tears from crying eyes, 
the volunteers rock, bounce, 
burp and lullaby the youngsters 


and perform other necessary 
parental duties. 


In charge of the king-sized 
nursery is Mrs. W. F. Sewell of 
1613 Del Norte avenue, Rich- 
mond Heights, a kindly grand- 
mother who calmly sees to it 
that things run smoothly, which 
they do. 


“Tiredness or temper ac- 
counts for most of the tears,” 
she said, “and, if you are used 
to children, you can quickly tell 
if it is something else.” 


So, instead of worrying about 
the tears and other problems, 
she devotes all her efforts to 
insuring that they are dealt 
with promptly. 

While the children cry, sleep 
and play in the nursery, some 
ministers and other delegates 
hover over a battery of tape re- 
corders in third-floor dressing 
rooms, backstage. :

Longo testified yester- 
day that Paul H. Hulahan, con- 
victed labor racketeer, and four 
other men removed the whisky 
from his truck on Nov. 10, 1952, 
and placed it in storage. 
Mueller said Longo reported 
he was held up at pistol point 
on Natural Bridge road by sev- 
eral Negroes, who took the whis- 
ky and left him bound in the 
truck near Kinloch. 

Defendant on Stand. 

Melvin E. von Behren, a de- 
fendant and operator of a sal- 
vage yard at 1604 Lucas-Hunt 
road, where the liquor was re- 
covered on Dec. 14, testified he 
had rented one-half of a build- 
ing on his premises in April 
1952 to “John Russo.” He said 
that on Nov. 10 Russo requested 
assistance in removing a truck, 
which was bogged down in a 
field behind the salvage yard.

WHISKY THEFT 


Air Academy Sites Narrowed 
To Three, One of Them Alton 


Others Are Lake Geneva, Wis., and Colo- 
rado Springs, Cola, — Talbott to 
Make Final Choice. 


WASHINGTON, June 3 (UP) 
~The new Air Force Academy 
—a West Point of the air—will 
be situated near Alton, IIL, 
Colorado Springs, Colo., or Lake 
Geneva, Wis. 

Those three sites were recom- 
mended today by a special com- 
mission. 

Secretary of the Air Force 
Harold E. Talbott will make the 
final decision on the location of 
the $126,000,000 academy, long 
the goal of the Air Force. 

Under the law, he must chose 
from among the commission’s 
choices. The commission itself 
was not able to reach a unani- 
mous recommendation which 
would have been binding with- 
out further action. 

Talbott said he would make 
the final choice “within a 
month.” 

Talbott said he will make a 
personal inspection of each of 
the three proposed sites. He 
said his selection “will be made 
only after a thorough examina- 
tion of land acquisition, con- 
struction engineering and many 
other problems incident to 
building the academy.” 

Lindbergh on Board. 

The site selection commission, 
which included Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, reserve brigadier general, 
traveled more than 18,000 miles 
by air to inspect proposed sites 
in many states. 

Talbott said, “I wish to ex- 
press the appreciation of the Air 
Force and the nation for the 
thorough, tireless and scrupu- 
lously fair study conducted by 
the commission in reaching its 
recommendations.” 

“The members of the commis- 
sion applied to the problem some 


of the best brains and experi- 
ence in the field of military and 
civilian aviation and of educa- 
tion, as well,” said Talbott. 


Members of the commission, 
in addition to Lindbergh, were 
retired Gen. Carl A. Spaatz; 
Lt. Gen. Hubert R. Harmon, 
special assistant to the chief of 
staff of the Air Force academy 
matters; Merrill C. Meigs, vice 
president of Hearst Corp., Chi- 
cago, and Virgil M. Hancher, 
president of Iowa University. 

First Class in 1955. 

President Eisenhower signed 
on April 1 the bill creating a 
$126,000,000 West Point of the 


Air. The bill also authorized 
$1,000,000 for a temporary 
academy. 


The Air Force has said stu- 
dents probably will start train- 
ing in the temporary academy 
sometime in the summer of 
1955. They probably will move 
to the permanent academy in 
1957. 

A class of 300 cadets is ex- 
pected to enroll in the summer 
of 1955. The number of cadets 
from each state will be in pro- 
portion to the state’s member- 
ship in the House of Representa- 
tives. 

By 1959 or 1960 the Ajir 
Force hopes to be. graduating 
600 to 750 officers a year.

Cohn has testified that Kaghan 
resigned in the course of an in- 
vestigation launched by a Cohn- 
Schine trip to Europe. 

The New York Post published 
‘a series of articles on the life 
of Pvt. Schine at Fort Dix. 

Senator Potter (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, asked Cohn if he thought 
there was “current” espionage 
at the Monmouth radar center. 
Secretary Stevens said last 
Nov. 13 that he knew of “no 
current espionage.” 

Cohn replied he could not 
state today if spying was cur- 
rently going on. But he said 
he could state it had been going 
on under the “Rosenberg spy 
ring,” and later under friends 
and associates of executed atom 
spy Julius Rosenberg. 

Questioned by Senator Dwor- 
shak as to the situation at other 
Army installations, Cohn said: 

“Sir, I'm not saying I know of 
espionage or sabotage. The (sub- 
committee) staff does know of 
disturbing situations.” 

Chairman Mundt announced 
the committee’s decision to dis- 
tribute copies of the May 17 
session. He said the copies 
would be stamped “confiden- 
tial . . . not for attribution or

Mundt Defends ‘Right.’ 

A reporter asked whether the 
subcommittee had the right to 
‘“bind” Hensel on the matter.

Measure Carries $1,083,- 
351,971 or $109,108,- 
978 More Than Presi- 
dent Had Sought. 


WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP) 
—An annual farm funds bill 
carrying $1,083,351,971 — some 
$109,108,978 more than Presi- 
dent Eisenhower asked for— 
won Senate eesti late yes- 
terday. 


A voice vote cont it back to 
the House, which probably will 
send it to a Senate-House con- 
ference committee to adjust dif- 
ferences, 


These involve more than 20 
Senate increases totaling about 
$40,000,000 and two cuts of 
$1,500,000 in funds voted by the 
House. 

Most of the Senate floor 
maneuvering yesterday centered 
aroupd a $35,000,000 boost in 
new loan funds for the Rural 
Electrification Administration. 
That agency makes loans to ex- 
tend and improve electric and 
telephone service to farms, 
chiefly through co-operatives. 

President Eisenhower asked 
for only $65,000,000 of new 
funds for REA loans. The House 
increased this to an even $100,- 
000,000. 


The Senate Appropriations 
Committee recommended this 
figure and Republican Senate 
leaders battled in vain to block 
the extra $35,000,000, saying it 
was not needed and could not 
be used. 

Senator Douglas (Dem.), Illi- 
nois, led a nearly solid line of 
Democrats to-approve the extra 
$35,000,000 by a 42-40 roll call. 

The bill provi funds for 
the Agriculture Dé@partment for 
the fiscal year that begins July 
1. The Senate version carries 
more than $725,000,000 of new 
cash plus $358,000,000 of new 
loan authority. Mr. Eisenhower 
had requested slightly less than 
$699,000,000 cash and $265,500,- 
000 of loan authority. 

Senator Knowland of Califor- 
nia, the Republican floor leader, 
led the opposition to the boost 
in REA funds.

Great Development 
Might Come Within 
10 Years, Edison In- 
stitute Is Told. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., June 
3 (AP)—A Defense Department 


atomic energy expert said today 
nuclear-powered airplanes may 
provide a great new worldwide 
margin of United States air su- 
premacy within 10 years “or 
sooner.” 

“The implications of nuclear 
air power are many and far- 
reaching,” Robert LeBaron told 
the Edison Electric Institute. 
“Atomic-powered airplanes will 
greatly extend our air suprem- 
acy. These developments may 
be some time off, but they are 
real and can emerge within the 
next decade or sooner.” 


LeBaron is atomic energy as- 
sistant to the Secretary of De- 
fense and is chairman of the 
military liaison committee to 
the Atomic Eenergy Commis- 
sion. 


Mobile Power Plants. 


In his speech at the institute's 
convention, LeBaron forecast 
also development of “mobile 
military atomic power plants” 
to provide “simpler transporta- 
tion and service of supply to 
land armies.” 

As for the present, LeBaron 
said the nation’s “military re- 
quirements for atomic weapons” 
are continuing to expand. 

“There is little hope of 
reaching a ‘saturation stockpile’ 
in these uncertain times,” he 
added. “Our only practical 
course is to continue the large 
expansion now under way at 
top priority.” 

Nevertheless, the Govern- 
ment’s atomic program is “far 
enough along” so the nation can 
develgp nuclear weapons and 
peacetime atomic power at the 
same time. 

“Atomic weapons and peace- 
time nuclear power are not 
rivals,” he told the 3000 utility 
executives. “Both can and 
should be developed now.” 

LeBaron said the _ electric 
power industry is one of the

“best sales prospects” for the 
Government's 11 - billion - dollar | 
atomic industry. 

Strong Position. 

Earlier, Jerome K. Kuyken- 
dall, Federal Power Commis- 
tion chairman, said the “elec- 
tric utility industry as a whole 
is in a strong financial condi- 
tion” with assets of about 26 
billion dollars. 

Furthermore, Kuykendall said 
the nation’s power companies 
are “doing a good job or render- 
ing adequate service at what ap- 
pears . .. to be reasonable 
rates.” ‘ 

He said the power industry 
nearly doubled its assets in the 
nine-year period from 1944 
through 1952. 

Assets-stood at $14,800,000,000 
at the start of 1944. By the end 
of 1952, “the last year for which 
we have the figures,” the indus- 
try was worth $25,700,000,000. 

“Operating revenues of elec- 
tric utilities increased’ from $3,- 
400,000,000 to $6,500,000, 000 dur- 
ing the same period,” Kuyken- | 
dall added. “Common stock divi- | 
dends increased from $285,000.- | 
000 in 1943 to $595,000,000 in| 
1952. Surplus increased in this | 
period from 1 billion dollars to 
$2,100,000,000.”"

DEATH OF CHAINED TEACHER 
ATTRIBUTED TO CHLOROFORM 


BLAIR, Nebr., June 3 (AP)— 
A doctor’s report that Donald 
Ehlers Jr., 25 years old, died of 


chloroform put into a gas mask 
that covered the face of the 
school teacher appeared today to 
be the pivotal point in the in- 
quiry into the puzzling death. 

Dr. R. F. Sievers said he felt 
certain that Ehlers died of the 
effects of chloroform. A nearly 
empty bottle of it was found 
near the body. 

Authorities were puzzled by 
the fact Ehlers was wearing a 
gas mask, a heavy flying suit, 
helmet, goggles and _ boxing 
gloves—with his wrists bound 
by tire chains that were twice 
padiocked, although allowing 
movement of the arms of about 
18 inches. 

No signs of a struggle were 
found at the scene and the fam- 
ily and parents said they knew 
of no one who would have a 
motive to kill Ehlers, superin- | 
tendent of schools at the small | 
town of Liberty, Nebr., last year | 
and slated to take the same post 
at Dunning, Nebr., next year.

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French Socialists Revive Hopes 
For EDC, but Long Delay in 
Ratification Hampers Prospects 


Congress May Be Moved to Take Drastic 
Action on Foreign Aid Bill — Ger- 
many’s Ties With West Jeopardized as 
Time Runs On. |

WASHINGTON, June 3. 


HORTLY the House and Senate will take up the Administra- 
“™ tion’s foreign aid bill providing more funds for military and 

economic assistance to non-Communist countries in Europe 
and Asia. It now appears probable that this measure will be 
acted upon before the French Parliament has considered the 
European Defense Community treaty. 


Pending for more than two 
years, ratification of EDC is vi- 
tal to American policy in Eu- 
rope. Western Europe cannot be 
defended .without a West Ger- 
man force, but West German di- 
visions cannot come into being, 
within the framework of a Eu- 
ropean army, until all six of the 
European powers have approved 
the treaty. | 

France and Italy have thus 
far failed to act.. The fact that 
the defense of the West was, in 
effect, made conditional on this 
political action, with no terminal 
date on the negotiations, tended 
to give a veto power over west- 
ern, and therefore also Ameri- 
can, policy to obstructionist 
groups in France and Italy. 


Obstructionists Successful. 


In France the Communists, 
the De Gaulleists and many of 
the largest industrialists have 
thus far successfully prevented 
the Government from bringing 
the treaty to a vote. The tactics 
of delay and divide have been so 
successful that most observers 
long since concluded that EDC 
was a dead duck. 


The recent action of the 
French Socialist Party Congress 
in voting by 2414 to 927 in favor 
of EDC revived at least a faint 
hope that the treaty may be 
ratified before the end of the 
summer. Presumably party dis- 
cipline would force most of the 
105 Socialist Deputies in the As- 
sembly into line for EDC. 

What the Sogialist Congress 
vote seems to this reporter to 
demonstrate is What many in 
France have all along been say- 
ing: There is considerable sup- 
port for EDC in the country and 
comparatively little opposition, 
but, just as politicians in Amer- 
vw he intimidated by powerful 
minority pressure groups, sd 
France the obstructionists have 
thus far blocked the path of Eu- 
ropean unity. ~ 

As time runs on, however, the 
fabric of the Western alliance 
shows signs of coming unraveled. 
Last year Cohgress voted to 
withhold half of the military 
material provided with aid funds 
for Europe until Europe should 
approve EDC, That has_thus 
far had no practical effect since 
the supply pipeline has been 
full and there is an unexpended 
balance of about $9,000,000,000 
for military assistance. 

Drastic Action in Prospect. 

But this time Congress may 
take more drastic action. A 
growing impatience is reflected 
in statements hinting that the 
program will be greatly reduced 
unless action is quickly forth- 
coming. In the atmosphere of 
the closing weeks of a frustrat- 
ing session of Congress almost 
anything can happen. 

Equally serious, with respect 
to the stability and coherence of 
the North Atlantic Alliance, is 
the effect in Germany of the 
long delay. With every month 
that passes, Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer is finding it more dif- 
ficult to hold his Christian Dem- 
ocratic party in line behind the 
policy of Eviropean unity in a 
European army, Adenauer is 78 
years old and, while he looks 15 
or 20 years younger than his 
age, obviously he cannot live 
forever. What happens to the 
unity policy without Adenauer 
no one can say with any con- 
fidence. 

Recently there have been per- 
sistent reports that the Russian 
approach for closer relations 
with “Vest Germany was meet- 


ding with a favorable response vi 


from important elements in Ger- 
‘many. This suggests a recur- 


‘ 


in| gress Dr. 


rence of what has happened 
twice before—the Russian-Ger- 
man pact of Rapallo in 1922 and 
the Molotov-Ribbentrop agree- 
ment of August, 1939. Many 
have long feared that a resurg- 
ent Germany, free of firm ties 
with the West, would be in a 
position to bargain with the East 
for the kind of concessions that 
can come only from Moscow. 
The grand prize is unification 
of East and West Germany. Al- 
most as alluring is the restora- 
tion of East German territory 
awarded to Poland at the end of 
World War II. 

The view of the Federal Re- 
public at Bonn is that the Ber- 
-lin conference proved conclu- 
sively that unification through 
any sort of negotiation with 
Moscow is impossible. Since this 
is the only real appeal that 
could bring Bonn closer to Rus- 
sia, the rumors about a frap- 
prochement are mere idle spec- 
ulation. 

: View Put to Test. 

This was put to something of 
a test recently when one of the 
extreme right Free Democratic 
members of the Bonn Parlia- 
ment, Dr. Georg Pfleiderer, pro- 
posed that a special delegation 
be sent to Moscow to deal with 
the question of prisoners of war 
still held in the Soviet union. 

Such a step would plainly lead 
to recognition between Moscow 
and Bonn. Bonn officials be- 
lieve the next step would be a 
request that Bonn recognize the 
puppet East German govern- 
ment and that plainly would put 
an end to any hope of unifica- 
tion. 

Some members of Adenauer’s 
own party wanted to go along 
with the Pfleiderer proposal. 
They were overruled. At a 
Christian Democratic party con- 
Eugen Gerstenmaier 
made a passionate appeal for 
patience with the Adenauer 
policy of unity. The party con- 
gress responded with a resolu- 
tion indorsing the Adenauer 
program. 

But obviously this patience 
has its limits. German business 
interests are expanding their 
trade in the Communist orbit. 
The chemical and drug firms 
that once held such an impor- 
tant position in China are build- 
ing back the base of their com- 
merce with the Chinese main- 
land. A long cherished German 
dream has been the harnessing 
of the great Eurasian land mass 
with German brains and Ger- 
man technology directing ‘the 
exploitation of this great reser- 
voir of men and resources. 

Adenauer’s latest attempt to 
come to an agreement on the 
Saar, as a preliminary to French 
approval of EDC, appears to 
have come unstuck, Through a 
leak in the French Foreign Of- 


the agreement was. published in 
the neutralist paper Le Monde.

Beer at the Ball Park 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I feel that I am particularly well 
qualified to answer the letter of 
Robert E. Feeney in your column 
of May 28. He complained that he 
couldn't get his brand of beer at 
Busch Stadium. 

I have been a beer vendor in the 
ball park for 11 years. Mr. Busch 
has nothing to do with sale of beer 
in the park except that in certain 
stands draught beer has been in- 
stalled. 

I do not drink beer so therefore I 
am very impartial about the brands 
of beer I sell. I have on several 
occasions pulled up bottles of the 
three other brands sold in the park 
just to convince some of the fans 
we do sell something besides “Bud.” 

At the opening game of the 1953. 
season, when I obtained my first 
bucket of the season there were ex- 
actly five “Buds” and 15 others. My 
very first customers asked me, “How 
much is your beer?” 


I replied 30 cents per bottle. My 
patron looked at me and then at 
my beer and said, “If I have to pay 
the same price for all beers I might 
as well buy ‘Bud.’ I have received 
this same answer several hundred 
times since then. 


Now the demand for “Bud” was 
such that the vendors were forced 
to carry other brands back and to 
ask the storeroom keepers to trade 
for “Bud.” 

After five games like that the 
number of Buds was increased to 10. 
The vendors still continued to carry 
other brands back so the number was 
increased to 12 and then later to 15. 

Even with 15 “Buds” and five 
“others,”’ I usually sell all the “Buds” 
first. 

The present concessionnaire uses 
a ticket system which makes it im- 
possible for the vender to buy less 
than 20 bottles at a time. Therefore 
unless special customers want as 
many as 20 bottles at a time it is im- 
possible to serve what they want. 

There are, however, stands under 
the seats where the patrons can pur- 
chase their favorite brand. 

I am a fair man. I dislike to hear 
Mr. Busch blamed for a situation not 
of his making.

Radar’s Strav Pulses 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


May I drop a hint to the St. Louis 
attorney and others who have been 
charged with speeding by the use of 
the radar indicator? 

Place the engineering professor 
under oath and ask him two ques- 
tions: Beyond a shadow of a doubt 
will any pulses reflected by other 
cars, trees, buildings, posts, etc., be 
received by the instrument in addi- 
tion to the pulse reflected by the 
car in question? This answer will 
have to be Yes as every radar man 
or person who has seen ghosts in 
his television knows. 

The next question is: Beyond a 
shadow of a doubt will these echoes 
affect the accuracy of the instru- 
ment? With a Yes any judge or jury 
would have to dismiss the case. 

These stray pulses that have been 
reflected several times no longer 
bear a time relation to the transmitted 
pulse and may return after another 
main pulse has been sent out. This 
could cause the instrument to read 
fast, not slow, as has been stated.

Absolved and Found Guilty 


“In a very real sense this case puts the 
security system of the United States on trial.” 
So said the majority report in the investigation 
of Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer. 

Because that is true, and because the major- 
ity findings shake the confidence of thoughtful 
citizens in our security system, the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission at the earliest possible date 
should give the country the advantage of a 
detailed and comprehensive review of this case. 
Without waiting for any further action by an 
intermediate review board, the AEC itself 
should take the case, go into every angle of it, 
review the entire record, call witnesses if neces- 
sary, and render a final judgment that can com- 
mand public confidence. 

The special board which investigated Dr. 
Oppenheimer was composed of able men whose 
intentions were undoubtedly of the highest. Its 
findings are entitled to respect because the 
members of the board have seen all the evi- 
dence and heard all the testimony. Yet the un- 
fortunate truth is that the three members could 
not agree on a finding, and that the two who 
did agree have failed to make a convincing case 
in support of their conclusions.

The majority came to the “clear conclusion” 
that Dr. Oppenheimer is a loyal citizen, and it 
says this finding “should be reassuring to the 
people of this country.” Why reassuring? Be- 
cause, obviously, Dr. Oppenheimer in the belief 
of the board did not commit any acts of dis- 
loyalty, give away any secrets or otherwise 
breach the national security. 

But if he did not give away any secrets dur- 
ing 10 years’ service as head of the A-bomb 
project and consultant to the AEC, why should 
he now be labeled a security risk? 

The majority never satisfactorily answers that 
question. Even if we agree that there is a dis- 
tinction between being disloyal and being a 
security risk, the best possible evidence of Dr. 
Oppenheimer’s security standing is the record 
of his conduct during 10 years in posts of the 
greatest sensitivity and responsibility. 

Did he ever commit a single act, during all 
that time of unrestricted access to the most 
closely held secrets, which reflected adversely 
on the national security? This ought to be the 
test. And yet strangely the board's majority 
does not advance one instance of such an act 
as reason for classifying Dr. Oppenheimer a 
security risk. . 

Instead, it bases the determination on two 
charges: first, that he was once guilty of Com- 
munist sympathies and associations, most of them 
prior to 1942, and second, that he opposed the 
decision to build the hydrogen bomb in 1949. 

° ~ a 


It seems quite clear that the second charge 
was the important one in the majority’s mind. 
Dr. Oppenheimer for the most part did not 
deny that he had contributed to Communist 
front organizations, had had Communist friends 
and relatives and so forth in the years before 
he became chiefly responsible for developing 
the atomic bomb. In the absence of any evi- 
dence that these associations and early views 
caused him to commit acts of indiscretion or 


worse, these charges alone could not sustain 
an adverse verdict now, especially in view of 
the fact that they had all been investigated 
many times before. 

So it is the H-bomb situation, essentially, 
which underlies the majority finding. And here 
the amazing thing is that the majority absolves 
Dr. Oppenheimer of the main charges filed 
against him—but still in effect finds him guilty. 

These charges were that he had opposed the 
building of the hydrogen bomb even after an 
official decision had been made to proceed with 
it, that he declined to co-operate in the project, 
that he persuaded scientists not to work on it. 

The majority concludes that all of these 
accusations are untrue. 

« * . 

As to the charge that Dr. Oppenheimer’s be- 
havior had definitely slowed down development 
of the H-bomb, the majority concludes that no 
finding can be made on this point, but suggests 
that his opposition “did delay the initiation of 
concerted effort’ to build the bomb. 

What then, is the basis for branding Dr. 
Oppenheimer a security risk? It is that he op- 
posed building the H-bomb in the first place, 
and that after the work started despite his oppo- 
sition, he did not enthusiastically support it. 

To say that a man is a security risk because 
he dissents from a decision before it is taken 
is to warn all scientific workers for the Gov- 
ernment that they will not serve their best 
interests by giving honest and sincere advice, 
but had better try to get on the winning side of 
all arguments regardless of their convictions. 
And to say that a man is a security risk because 
he does not show enthusiasm for a decision 
which he had opposed is to say that integrity 
shall be measured by spurious emotion, that free 
men to be above suspicion must blindly heil 
an intellectual Fuehrer. 

7 *. . 

There is always the chance, of course, that 
in this confusing area of secrecy and restricted 
information the members of the board may have 
based their decision on evidence which the pub- 
lic does not have. But Prof. Ward V. Evans's 
ringing dissent, in which he calls the decision 
“a black mark on the escutcheon of our country,” 
argues to the contrary. 

Prof. Evans saw the same secret data which 
members Gordon Gray and Thomas A. Mor- 
gan saw. His finding is that there is nothing 
wrong with Dr. Oppenheimer’s character, that 
if his judgment was bad the evidence shows it 
to be better now than it was, that he is “extreme- 
ly honest,” that he did not hinder the develop- 
ment of the H-bomb in any way, and that his 
security clearance should be reinstated. 

In view of this division in a case of such 
grave and incalculable consequences, the Atomic 
Energy Commission should take the appeal 
forthwith. And unless the commission can 
produce a more convincing indictment than this 
one, it would not be amiss for President Eisen- 
hower, who is ultimately responsible, to insist 
that the AEC go very slow in taking action 
which could have a disastrous effect upon the 
relationship between free science and our 
Government.

Toronto Plan in St. Louis? 

Returning from a visit to Canada, M. Eugene 
Baughman, St. Louis county planning director, 
recommends study here of the “Toronto plan.” 
This is a plan for combining public services 
common to several municipalities. 

The process of functional co-operation across 
city boundaries seems to be growing inevitably 
in urban areas, planned or otherwise. The new 
sewer district here is one example. The pro- 
posal for a transit district, to be voted on in 
city and county next January, is another. 

In the midst of his excellent proposal, how- 
ever, Mr. Baughman suggests leaving out the 
City of St. Louis for the time being, and re- 
stricting the Toronto plan to the county. And 
this is not the way the Toronto plan operates. 
It establishes a “municipal corporation” to pro- 
vide metropolitan services for the City of To- 
ronto and 12 suburbs, which retain their local 
autonomy in other fields. 


St. Louis county, with its 94 municipalities 
big and little, has a special need of some more 
efficient method for providing services which 
many towns cannot easily provide themselves. 
But most of these services are common to the 
city as well as the county, and over-all effi- 
ciency would hardly be encouraged by leaving 
the city out. 

Moreover, much as an urban area needs some 
instrument to override its outmoded political 
boundaries, there is a danger of creating too 
many such instruments. Special districts in the 
county, and special districts in the city and 
county, all for different purposes perhaps, would 
make the metropolitan governmental structure 
as unwieldy as a four-decker sandwich with the 
bologna sticking out. 

St. Louis county ought to go ahead, as Mr. 
Baughman suggests, in creating as much func- 
tional unity as possible within itself. But in 
the long run, if the city and county should in- 
sist on going their separate ways with regard 
to common services, unity will not result. 
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An Irritant Removed 

A potentially dafgerous irritant to the cause 
of peace in the Far East has been eliminated 
by the withdrawal of the band of Chinese Na- 
tionalist guerrillas from North Burma. So long 
as they continued to trespass on Burmese soil 
there was always the chance that Communist 
China might intervene to “protect” Burmese 
sovereignty. 

The guerrillas were driven out of China late 
in 1949. Crossing the border about 1000 strong, 
they settled in the hilly jungles east of the Sal- 
ween river. The Burmese government, newly- 
independent, had its hands full trying to bring 
several revolutionary groups under control and 
was unable to deal with the Nationalists. 

By the end of 1952 the guerrillas had built 
themselves into a force of perhaps 10,000. They 
were being supplied with weapons by air from 
Formosa with the knowledge, if not the consent, 
of Washington. Agents of our Central Intelli- 
gence Agency may well have been on the scene. 

In any event, shortly after the Republican vic- 
tory at the polls the guerrillas began shooting up 
Burmese villages and otherwise displaying 
muscle. Evidently someone on Formosa hoped 
to build up the impression that the irregulars 
were tying down large Chinese Communist 
forces. The insurgents made one raid into China, 
and that ended almost before it started. 

The effect of all this in Burma was to cause 
a serious decline in American prestige. Rightly 
or not, the Burmese thought we could halt the 
guerrillas by ‘pressure on Chiang Kai-shek. 
Eventually Burma complained to the United Na- 
tions and, after much haggling, a plan finally 


was worked out to evacuate the Nationalists to 
Formosa. 

The fact that the United States played an 
important role in arranging the final with- 
drawal is all to the good. We have helped ease 
a deep wound in Burmese sovereignty and 
materially lessened the possibility of an even 
greater and perhaps fatal hurt at the hands of 
Communist China. 
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The ‘Must’ Program to Date 

President Eisenhower’s latest expression of 
concern over his faltering legislative program 
speaks for a salvage operation. 

As reported by Edward F. Woods, the Presi- 
dent said that “he just cannot conceive that any- 
thing is more important at this time than enact- 
ment of his legislative program—which he de- 
scribed as a must.” 

In that statement emphasis falls on “at this 
time.” At this time Congressmen eager to get 
to their fall electioneering hope to leave Wash- 
ington.in a month or so, And so far the legisla- 
tive record is more notable for Administration 
defeats than victories. 

The Administration has been defeated on four 
major issues. Its labor bill was pigeonholed by 
the Senate. Its proposal’ to give voting rights 
to 18-year-olds was defeated outright. State- 
hood for Hawaii, approved by both Houses, is 
stalled by a Senate amendment tying in state- 
hood for Alaska. And the Administration itself 
surrendered plans to extend the reciprocal trade 
program for three years. 

As for victories, these might be counted at 
two and one fourth. One count is passage of the 
St. Lawrence’ seaway bill. A second is approval 
e a two-billiondollar highway program. The 

action is passage of excise tax legislation in a 
form different from what the White House 
wanted. 

This record leaves to the future such im- 
portant matters as tax revision, farm policy, for- 
eign aid, social security and housing. Some 
appropriation bills must be passed. A few other 
measures have passed the House and are jammed 
in the Senate. Others have not approached a 
vote anywhere. 

This is what has happened to the legislative 
program which the President says he regards as 
his one objective. Some of it has been jettisoned; 
the remainder is. stamped with A-1 priority. 
The Administration’s task is to make Congress 
heed the stamp with so little time left and the 
elections five months ahead. 
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To End a Racket 


The Junior Section of the Bar Association of 
St. Louis has moved at last to end a not-so- 
genteel racket: the solicitation in the corridors 
of the Municipal Courts building of first-time 
defendants unaware that fines for minor offenses 
have been standardized. 

Two booths manned by younger members of 
the association will be set up in the building to 
discourage the unnecéssary hiring of lawyers. 
Citizens who want to know their rights, the de- 
tails of court procedure and the like can find 
out at the booths. This will be quite an im- 
provement, 

Police Judges Rosenthal and Dowd, who urged 
the bar group to take this action, hear more 
than 500 cases a day between them. In many 
instances the defendants have never been in- 


side a courtroom before, much less that par- 


ticular building. They are fair game-for some- 
one willing to give a little advice for a fast buck. 

Judges Rosenthal and Dowd deserve the com- 
munity’s thanks for their energy in calling the 


bar group’s attention to a public service that 


badly needed performing.

1. Shall a man be forever in jeopardy 
of being judged a security risk on the 
same charges? A series of judgments 
on the relevance of Oppenheimer’s ad- 
mitted political naivete in the 1930s 
has been made by responsible men and 
boards, including General Groves and 
the present head of the AEC, Adm. 
Strauss, on the basis of most of the 
same charges and the same evidence 
which is now available. They found him 
fit to serve his country and he has 
rendered a service few men can match. 


2. Shall a citizen be held liable to 
charges of disloyalty because he has 
accepted and discharged the respongi- 
bility of giving the best advice of 
which he was capable, if, at a later date 
and on the basis of latef developments, 
those who are then in positions of au- 
thority conclude that it was not good 
advice? I can think of no surer way 
to eliminate from government service 
the kind of responsible and able citizen 
who would be capable of making deci- 
sions on major questions, and to reduce 
government service at high level to 
futile buckpassing.

Source of Suspicion. 


Exploiting this situation 
opened up a profession for in- 
formers, including ex-Commu- 
nists who had been connivers 
in the “front” technique. It pro- 
vided a good living. That was 
the beginning of the sowing of 
suspicion, of making “every 
neighbor a possible enemy” as 
the President put it—which was 
just fine for the Communists, 
as they recognized, for their 
goal is confusion and the stir- 
ring up of fears and prejudices. 
This played, too, right into 
the hands of those who would 
stop reform and experimenta- 
tion—the “ideas and programs” 
of which President Eisenhower 
spoke — by which we have 
adapted our society to modern 
needs. They called anything 
new, anything of a dissenting 
nature, “Communistic” or “So- 
cialistic” or “left wing.” Many 
of our citizens have been misled 
by such tags, accepting them 
without thinking or investigat- 
ing, just as the innocents of an 
earlier day were ignorant of 
Communist tactics and slogans.

BAPTISTS IN WORLD 
PUT AT 20,250,000 


Growth From 6,200,000 in 
1905 Cited by Alliance 
Youth Secretary. 


There are now 20,250,000 peo- 
ple bearing the name Baptist in 
the world, Joel Sorenson of 
Stockholm, Sweden, youth sec- 
retary of the Baptist World Al- 
liance, said today at a session 
of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion in Kiel Auditorium. 


“Ours is a growing fellow- 
ship,” Sorenson, graduate of the 
University of Stockholm, de- 
clared, He said the alliance was 
organized in London in 1905, 
and at that time there were 
about 6,200,000 members in Bap- 
tist churches the world over. 


He pointed out the increase 
in Baptist members in Germany, 
Austria and Brazil, and asserted 
“there are many weaknesses in 
our fellowship, but we have .the 
right to a humble joy over the 
progress made. 


“During the first five years 
after the war the German Bap- 
tist denomination grew almost 
50 per cent, and a memorable 
fact is that, proportionately, the 
largest share of the 30,000 bap- 
tisms took place in East Ger- 
many,” Sorenson told his au- 
dience, 


In Brazil, he related, the Bap- 
tists had grown from about 20,- 
000 in the early 1920s to more 
than 115,000 now. 


Sorenson said “in the battle 
against authoritarianism we are 
always in danger of yielding to 
methods and ideas, which actu- 
ally are alien to our Baptist 
conscience. Let us not be una- 
ware of the fact that from our 
strongly individualistic concepts 
of our faith and our church or- 
ganization originates the ten- 
emg | to splits in our commu- 
nity.”

This is especially feasible at 
Norwood Hills which has two 
18-hole courses. A year ago at 
St. Joseph there was an entry 
of 191 and players finished by 
artificial light on qualifying 

‘day, or high, as it was. At 
Kansas City the year before 
two different clubs were em- 
ployed to handle the match 
play. 

This year, Mrs. Lundahl 
hopes, all qualifying will be 
done on the west course if 
possible, even if the entry 
does run as high as 250.

Dirksen: When this investiga- 
ry is over . . . what in your 
udgment would be among the 
first of the things to which you 
would address yourself? 

Cohn: I would say the first 
thing would be Communism in 
defense plants. One of the first 
would be this loyalty board 
question. 

Dirksen: So that if those sub- 
penas were actually issued for 
the members of the loyalty 
board; what do you anticipate 
by way of a difference of opin- 
ion betweefi the Army and the 
committee? 

Cohn: I am afraid the differ- 
ence is-such that there would be 
another collision. 

Dirksen: That kind of a col- 
lision might bring some people 
back into this committee room? 

Cohn: If it follows the pat- 
tern as this, I suppose it would. 

(Cohn told Senator John L. 
McClellan (Dem.), Arkansas, a 
Communist party monthly publi- 
cation, Political Affairs, viewed 
the hearings as “a very big vic- 
tory for the Communist move- 
ment,” 

(McClellan wanted to know 
whether Cohn considered the 
Army report and charges as giv- 
ing “greater comfort to Com- 
munists and security risks than 
any s e other obstacle ever 
designéd?”’) 

Cohn: Yes. This plan to stop 
the work of this committee and 
to discredit the chairman and 
the staff. 

McClellan: That would make 
it a very important document, 
make the charges very grave and 


no doubt 


have? Did either Senator Mc- 
Carthy or Mr. Carr inquire? 


given them to the FBI. I would

Symington: If they know about 
them, wouldn’t they tell the De- 
fense Department about them? 

Cohn: They world.

(Symington referred to a 
document from Paul Crouch, 
previously referred to by Cohn, 
saying “1000 Communists are 
in the Army.”) 


Symington: Has that informa- 
tion never been given to the 
FBI? 

Cohn: I am sure the FBI has 
all of that information, all of 
the names on the defense plant 
people, and a lot more. 


Symington: Was the infor- 
mation given to the Department 
of Defense when you got the 
letter? 

Cohn: No. : 

(Answering Symington, Cohn 
said the information obtained 
from an Army Intelligence offi- 
cer, based on an FBI report of 
35 subversives at Monmouth, | 
could not have been obtained 
from the FBI. Cohn contended 
the Army had ignored what the 
FBI had sent.) 

(McCarthy said the had 
talked with Senator Flanders 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, about 
a speech Flanders made yes- 
terday (Tuesday) “attacking 
me” and indicating McCarthy 
was “guilty of some wrong- 
doing.” He said Flanders 
teld him all the information 
he had was what he read in 
a daily newspaper.

Jackson: If we have 135 Com- 
munists working in defense 
plants, wouldn’t it be sound to 
send those names to Mr. Charles 
Wilson (Secretary of Defense) 
immediately and put him on Ahe 
spot and ask that these people 
be dealt with accordingly? 

Cohn: In my opinion, no... 

Jackson: Wouldn’t it be put- 
ting him on the spot if you 
sent him a list of names of peo- 
ple who are alleged to be Com- 
munists, and then he did noth- 
ing about it? 

Cohn: No, because I imagine 
the reply we would get would 
be, “These people do not work 
for the United States Govern- 
ment as such. They work for 
defense plants which do sub- 
contract work for the United 
States Government. Therefore, 
we don’t have the jurisdiction 
to hire or fire these people.” 

McCarthy: ... If the Sen- 

ator wants us to transmit that 
to the Secretary of Defense, I 
frankly can see no objection. I 
think we should take it up in a 
meeting of the committee, how- 
ever. . 
Jackson: May I suggest that 
these names be turned over to 
the Jenner committee, which 
would expose the 135 people, if 
time is of the essence. 

Cohn: The last I heard, the 
Jenner committee was busy on 
other things and could not un- 
dertake this investigation. 

(Jackson wanted to know why 
when FBI information was ob- 
tained from Army Intelligence 
last year, the Army wasn’t noti- 
fied, and especially with regard 
to derogatory data concerning 
Aaron Coleman, who was em- 
ployed: at Monmouth.) 

Cohn: The reason we did not 
communicate with the Army on 
Aaron Coleman is that the gen- 
tleman who brought us the in- 
formation told us that the peo- 
ple at the Army were well 
aware of the Coleman situation 
and of the other situations... . 
They had not done anything 
about it, and they did not do 
anything about it until this com- 
mittee began its work. 

Dirksen: With respect to Mr. 
Wilson, he would have no au- 
thority to issue a subpena, and 


jcould not develop the story with 


respect to people working in 
defense plants who are not a 
part of the Government struc- 
ture? 
Cohn: That is right. This job 
could be done by the commit- 
jtee and the committee alone. It

RED CHARGE TRACED — 
Nevertheless, McCarthy’s friend, 
Commissioner Doerfer and his 
FCC colleagues took the unusual 
step of holding up Lamb’s TV- 
radio license on the ground that 
he was a Communist; and, hav- 
ing taken this action, they then 
went out to get the evidence. So 
far they have had great diffi- 
culty. 

Among other things, they 
sent two investigators to Ohio 
with instructions to dig up any- 
thing on Lamb’s political activi- 
ties, any possible marital or in- 
come-tax troubles. They also in- 
terviewed a former Communist, 
Emmet Lee Wheaton Jr., of Lu- 
cas county, Ohio, together with 
a Negro named Bill Cummings. 
It soon developed that it was 
Cummings who had originated 
the story that Lamb was a Com- 
munist. 

“He stated,” said ex-Commu- 
list Wheaton in his affidavit, 
“that while he, Bill Cummings, 
was an undercover agent for 
the FBI he had sent in reports 
to Mr. McGrath (Howard Mc- 
Grath, then Attorney General) 
and in these reports they stated 
Mr. Lamb was a member of 
the Communist party.” 

However, Wheaton told the 
FCC investigators that he had 
no information that Lamb had 
any Communist connections or 
had supported the Communist 
party. Various efforts were 
made to “jog” his memory, 
without success.

Hardships. 

The President remarked that 
he thought he had told them 
before, this group of people,

You are to 
dig out the facts of this econ- 
omy, and present them as hon- 
estly as you and your associates 
can possibly do it, not only to 
the President but to the public, 
and he thought you would get 
very honest answers from him.

No 
In | doubt G-2 had been hankering 
for a little publicity since the 
dear, dead days of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, when the CIA was all 
but forbidden to operate in the 
MacArthur theater. 
There are other curious facts 
about these defections. In the 
case of Kohlkov, for example, 
the man’s story was at first not 
believed. On the one hand, his 
claim to be under orders as an 
assassin, sounded a bit high- 
colored. On the other hand, his 
plea to the CIA, to extract his 
wife and child from the very 
heart of the Soviet Union, sound- 
ed more than suspicious. 
Ruthless Grilling. 

Before his bona fides was ac- 
cepted, Kohlkov was subjected 
to the most ruthless grilling, of 
the ugly, scientific kind that is 
he |customary among intelligence 
agencies in this (Orwellian) 
world. He passed all tests, how- 
ever. So his firm conviction 
that the CIA could snatch his 
family frorh the heart of Russia, 
has now been taken as an indi- 
cation of the fear of this country 
in the ranks of the Soviet intel- 
ligence system. 

Over~all, the significance of 
the pattern of Soviet defections 
can hardly be exaggerated. The 
setback to the Soviet Union has 
certainly been very serious. In 
achieving this setback for the 
enemy, the American Intelli- 
gence Service has done admir- 
able work. But most of the 
credit must, go to the Soviet 
system, in which the spies are 
those most spied upon, and those 
most feared have most to fear.

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SOME FRUIT DRINKS 
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Cut Food Bills by Avoiding Waste 
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Perishable Items Need 

| Proper Care or Shrewd 
Shopping May Be Off- 
set by Wasted Food.

AVING — on food is not, 
S iy any means, entirely a mat- 
ter of buying it at the lowest 
price. Quite as important as the 
purchase price is the use of 
every bit of food which comes 
home in your market basket, 
and many a shrewd shopper 
throws away more than she 
should simply because she isn’t 
careful enough about caring for 
rishable items in her own 
tchen. 

Since this is a subject upon 
which we feel quite strongly, we 
were delighted to receive the 
following release recently from 
the United,States Department of 
Agriculture. It may be valuable 
information to new homemakers, 
and a reminder to more expe- 
rienced ones. 

“When the more perishable 
fresh vegetables and fruits, now 
selling in film packages, come 
home from market they need to 
go into the refrigerator promptly 
if they are to keep fresh,” ad- 
vise these specialists. 

“The film wrap keeps in mois- 
ture and thus helps prevent wilt- 
ing or drying out. But cold keep- 
ing also is needed to avoid decay 
or discoloration. Wrapped in 
film, lettuce or other greens, cel- 
ery, carrots, radishes, salads and 
slaws may be placed on storage 
shelves in refrigerators, the 
wrap’ serving as an individual 
hydrator. If vegetables are put 
in a good refrigerater-hydrator, 
wraps may be removed. 

“Juicy berries or cherries may 
be spread out on a large plate or 
platter in the refrigerator and 
covered with waxed paper. Wash 
just before serving.” 

That last paragraph is particu- 
larly timely right now, as we 
are entering the berry and cher- 
ry season, so read it, heed, and 
enjoy that nice, complacent feel- 
ing that comes from knowing 
that you are doing everything in 
eM power to keep down food 

ills.

More and mere melons are 
putting in an appearance, includ- 
ing honeydews and watermelons, 
which have come down to where 
they are more attractiveiy 
priced. There are lots of canta- 
loupes from Texas and some from

Arizona also is sending us 
some grapefruit, and you should 
find that the Florida grapefruit

QUALITY OF YEAST. | 
RAISED PRODUCTS) 


Temperature plays an ject 
ant role in the preparation of 
yeast-raised baked products. Be- | 
cause yeast is a living plant, too 
much heat can kill the action of 


the yeast, and not enough heat 
can slow down the action of the 
yeast. Warm, not hot, water is 
best for dissolving active dry 
yeast. Keep any batters or 
doughs in a cozy warm place 
during their period of rising. 

If your products taste good 
and smell good, too, they pass 
the most important test. And 
this quality goes right back to 
the kind of ingredients you use. 
High quality, perfect ingredients 
are necessary for cooking suc- 
cess. 

In judging a yeast-raised prod- 
uct when it comes from the 
oven, the first thing to do is 
to “weigh” it in your hand. The 
perfect product will be neither 
too heavy nor too light for its 
size, The too heavy product did 
not rise long enough . the 
too light one raised too long. It 
should be plump and hold its | 
characteristic shape. 

Bread and rolls with a smooth, 
non-speckled crust are most | 
ideal. And the crust should be | 
of medium thickness that per- 
mits an overall tender crispness. 
An even distribution of fine, 
thin-walled cells, close together | 
and with no large air bubbles, is | 
characteristic of a good grain | 
for yeast-raised products.

We also 
were interested in seeing the night life and eat- 
ing in the best Roman restaurants. The letters 
left no questions as to what we wanted and what 
the people in Rome were expected to do for us.

Stan Swinton at the Associated Press 
said he could only spend two evenings with us 
and even took us up on it when we offered to 
split a cocktail check with him. He tried to 
worm out of entertaining us by claiming he had 
never heard of the person who sent us to him, 
which was true, but it was hardly an excuse for 
letting us split a check.

We always thought Americans living in Rome 
would be happy to: see other Americans and 
hear al] the funny stories about how we had 
trouble eating spaghetti and shopping for things 
in lire, but no matter how hilarious our stories 
were, no one laughed.

THE ONLY THING we can figure is that 
American residents in Rome as losing their sense 
of humor. They’re not even fun to be with, 
and they’re always boring you with tales about 
how hard they work and how many people visit 
them every season. What these people don’t 
realize is that as a visiting fireman we came to 
Rome to have fun. And we're not interested 
in listening to their troubles. Although we tried 
to bring some gaiety into their drab lives, they 
seemed to resent us. 

This has been a very interesting experience 
for us. A visiting fireman is not the easiest 
thing in the world to be and our sympathies are 
with anyone who tries in all sincerity to be one. 
Except for the seven lunches, eight dinner and 
four night club invitations, we’re sorry we even 
took the time to look these people up. We prob-

HE reason why a lot of floors 
T never get refinished is that 

people just can’t get along 
without them for more than a 
few hours. If you happen to have 
a floor in need of refinishing and 
it’s an important traffic lane be- 
tween other rooms in the house, 
you might consider giving it a 
few coats of shellac. The beauty 
of shellac is that it dries out in 
a matter of hours and so it’s 
possible to refinish a floor in 
the morning and have it usable 
that same night. 

The shellac should be applied 
only after the floor has been 
made clean and smooth and the 
old finish removed. Apply the 
first coat of shellac (you can get 
shellac already thinned for use 
on floors) and then allow it to 
dry. This takes an hoyr or so. 
Now you give it a light sanding 
with No. 00 sandpaper to cut 
down some of the rough spots 
and then sweep and dust it clean. 

The second coat goes on now 
and this will take about four or 
five hours to dry after which it 
is sanded and dusted. You're 
ready for the last coat at this 
point and once it’s on you just 
leave it alone—no more sanding. 
The third and final coat takes 
about four hours to dry but the 
longer it can sit before being 
walked on the better. After the 
last coat is dry and hard, give 
it a coat of wax. 

If you are unable to get a 
ready-mixed floor shellac, use an 
ordinary five-pound cut of shel- 
lac and thin it with No. 1 de- 
natured alcolel.

Apply a cream-type wax to 
your linen shelves about twice 
a year; the wax will protect the 
shelves and make them easy to 
clean.

When Old Writing Friends Fall Out 


Quentin Reynolds and Westbrook Pegler, Once Cronies, Now Opponents in $500,000 Libel Suit

NEW YORK, June 3. 
ACK in the early thirties col- 
umnist Westbrook Pegler and 
author Quentin Reynolds were 
poker-playing cronies. 
Then they began to have dif- 


ferences, which gradually grew- 


until both men, one as handy as 
the other with a fine phrase, 
were being something less than 
complimentary to each other in 
public print. Today they are fac- 
ing each other in Federal Court 
here at the trial of a $500,000 
libel suit brought by Reynolds 
against Pegler. 

The basis for the libel suit is 
a newspaper column written by 
Pegler in November of 1949. In 
this colurmm, the suit charges, 
Pegler said Reynolds was a 
“four-flusher”; an “absentee war 
correspondent” who pretended 
to be in the thick of things dur- 
ing World War II but covered 
the fighting from safe places; 
a man of questionable morals, 
once guilty of “nuding along a 
public road”; “one of the great 
individual profiteers of the war”; 
a cowardly man “with a pro- 
tuberant belly filled with some- 
thing else than guts” who, 
“though he was a giant and a 
bachelor, let several million kids 
about 18 years of age do the 
fighting”; and “a sycophant, a 
coat holder” for the late colum- 
nist Heywood Broun, founder of 
the American Newspaper Guild, 
whom Pegler descfibed as “a fel- 
low traveler for many years ... 
a voluptuary and a sneak.” 


Reynolds, in bringing suit, 
charged that Pegler’s “wholly 
false and defamatory” article, 
syndicated to some 200 news- 
papers throughout the’ United 
States by Pegler’s employers, the 
Hearst Corp. and Hearst Consoli- 
dated Publications, Inc., which 
also are defendants in the suit, 
has caused him to be held up to 
public contempt and ridicule. 
The complaint further states that 
by reason of this “libelous pub- 
lication,” Reynolds has been in- 
jured in his profession as a jour- 
nalist, war correspondent, author 
and lecturer; his reputation and 
standing among newspaper, mag- 
azine and book publishers, writ- 
ers and public generally have 
been impaired; and he has been 
deprived of valuable contracts, 
engagements and income in his 
profession, 


In a 15-page answer to Rey- 
nolds’s complaint, Pegler claimed 
that Reynolds “invited” and “ex- 
pected” the now-controversial 
column, The column, Pegler 
said, was his answer to a book 
review by Reynolds published in 
the New York Herald Tribune of 
Dale Kramer’s “Heywood Broun.” 
In this review, Pegler claims, 
Reynolds accused him of “homi- 
cide and other derelictions” by 
stating that after Pegler had 
called Broun “a liar,” “that 
Broun lay down and died be- 
cause of inability to cease brood- 
ing over Pegler’s comment; that 
some doctor told Broun he could 
recover from pneumonia by re- 
laxing and would recover if he 
could sleep but that said Broun 
was unable to do so and died as 
a consequence of defendant Peg- 
ler’s misconduct and that in ef- 
fect defendant Pegler was mor- 
ally guilty of homicide in some 
unstated degree.” 

So far the slow-moving trial 
has been marked by continuous 
clashes between Reynolds’s law- 
yer, Louis Nizer, and defense at- 
torney Charles Henry. Reynolds 
has been amiable under ques- 
tioning except for an occasional 
outburst. 

In his opening statement in 
support of Pegler’s charge that 
Reynolds had been an “absentee 
war correspondent,” Henry said: 
“Reynolds covered the Casa- 
from London.

Henry acknowledged that 
Reynolds took part in the Dieppe 
raid and was with the British 
Army in North Africa, but 
claimed that Reynolds during 
the Salerno landing left on a 
dispatch boat when a bomb hit 
another ship a mile away. 
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N the witness stand, Rey- 
(0) nolds has gone into detail 
about his experiences as a 
war correspondent. He has told 
of his London hotel being hit by 
a fire bomb and how he once 
broke two ribs diving to the 
floor to escape broken glass in a 
bombing. He has stated that so 
far as he knows he was the last 
United States correspondent to 
leave Paris before the entry of 
the Germans. He gave a de- 
scription of the Dieppe raid, in 
which his destroyer suffered 
heavy casualties! and he got his 
teeth knocked loose, and he told 
of “wangling” his way into a 
trip with a convoy in the En- 
glish Channél to squash Nazi 
claims that the Luftwaffe con- 
trolled that vital body of water. 
During the course of the dis- 
cussion of the Dieppe raid, 
Reynolds's attorney pointed out 
that Pegler claimed Reynolds 
was on a battleship. 

“That’s a malicious lie,” Reyn- 
olds shouted. 

In his opening statement, the 
attorney noted that in the col- 
umn Pegler wrote attacking 
Reynolds was the claim that 
Reynolds proposed marriage to 
the widow of Broun while rid- 
ing to Broun’s funeral with her, 
but that after Reynolds had 
made “an artificial reputation” 
as a brave war correspondent in 
the London blitz, “he snubbed 
aoe publicly and barely knew 

er.” 

The attorney declared that 
relatives of Broun were present 
on the ride to the cemetery, and 
that Reynolds never proposed 
marriage to the freshly-widowed 
Mrs. Broun. P 

On the second day of the trial, 
the proceedings were enlivened 
by an incident that occurred 
just as court adjourned.

Pegler then called a _court- 
room attendant and announced 
that he had been threatened. 
Judge Edward Weinfeld, who is 
presiding over the jury trial, 
ordered Pegler and Kramer not 
to speak to each other within 
the confines of the Court House 
while the trial was going on. 

Pegler’s attorney asked if 
Reynolds had sent the following 
cable to the White House in 
1940: 

“Dear Uncle Franklin: I am

to the White House, although he 


had at that time never met 
President Roosevelt and was 
not related to him. He said that 
he had actually been accredited 
to the French Army but that 
his travel card was being held 
up and he was anxious to get 
to the front. He tried the cable 
as a ruse on a minor French of- 
ficial, not intending that the 
cable actually be sent, and got 
his travel card immediately. 

Pegler’s lawyer sought to 
bring out that Reynolds by this 
cable proved himself a man giv- 
en to making “false statements.” 

“I didn’t think the official 
would be fool enough to believe 
it,” Reynolds said. Then think- 
ing about it, he added, grinning, 
“Yes I did, and he was.” 


At one point in his testimony, 
Reynolds mentioned an inter- 
view he had had with Prime 
Minister DeValera of Ireland in 
which the subject of German 
tanks and parachutists came up. 
es # asked Reynolds if it 
wasn’t a fact that Reynolds had 
never seen a German para- 
chutist. 

“No, I’ve never seen one,” 
Reynolds replied. “I’ve never 
seen a whale either, but I know 
something about them.” 
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NSWERING Pegler’s charge 

that Reynolds let “18-year- 

old kids” do his fighting for 
him, Reynolds said that he was 
turned down when he tried to 
enlist in the RAF and that he 
later was told by his draft board 
that he could volunteer. but 
only for limitéd serviee since 
at that time he had only two 
months to go before reaching 
the age of 40. 

And as for the charge that 
he was once guilty of practicing 
nudism, Reynolds says this is 
nonsense because he has an al- 
lergy to sunshine that makes 
him break out in a rash at the 
slightest sunburn. 

Although he had gone into 
considerable detail in his col- 
fmn of how Broun, Reynolds 
and others practiced “nudism in 
seclusion at Broun’s ‘lake,’ a 
mucky wallow, hidden from the 
road” in Connecticut, Pegler de- 
scribed the matter further in 
the answer he filed to Reyn- 
olds’s suit. He said that Broun 
and his friends were following 
the “tenets of nudism as laid 
down by one Parmelee, the 
father of Gymnosophy, wherein 
said Parmelee advocated as one 
of the principal advantages of 
nudism its facilitation of com- 
munistic experiments.” 

Reynolds’s answer to this was 
the observation that he didn’t 
know “either of those Greeks, 
father or son.” 

Pegler’s lawyer asked Reyn- 
olds if he had ever known any 
Communists. Reynolds replied 
that he had met some but that 


there was a difference between 


meeting and knowing people. 
Questioned as to whether he 
had “adopted a pro-Communist 
attitude” at a Democratic dinner 
in New York in early 1945, 
Reynolds pointed out t Rus- 
sia was then one of Our allies. 

“I adopted a very pro-Amer- 
ican attitude,” Reynolds said 
irmly. “I spoke favorably of 
the Russian war effort.”

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URLY-HAIRED Reynolds,

tended to practice law until the 
newspaper virus got into his 
blood via a part time job on the 
old Evening World in. New 
York. On the World he became 
a reporter, rewrite man and 
sports writer. Next he went to 
work for Hearst’s International 
News Service, became a foreign 
correspondent, saw Hitler take 
over in Europe, and in 1934 be- 
came an editor of Collier’s mag- 
azine. By 1940, Reynolds was 
one of the country’s best-known 
writers. he 

Six feet one inch tall, Reyn- 
olds is not as portly as was 
his friend Heywood Broun, but 
both were big men. Their 
friendship began when Broun 
invited Reynolds to his house 
for a weekend. Reynolds stayed 
a month and from then on the 
two were inseparable. 

In the early thirties, Pegler, 
Broun and.Reynolds were fast 
friends. Then Pegler, who has 
been described as a man who 
“made dissension a philosophy,” 
quarreled with his _ friends. 
Reynolds remained loyal to 
Broun, 

The author of many books 
over the years, Reynolds's latest, 
“The Man Who Wouldn't Talk,” 
was hailed as one of the most 
fascinating spy stories of World 
War II. It was also, as things

turned out, one of the greatest 
literary hoaxes of history. Reyn- 
olds had been hoodwinked by 
the hero of his story, George 
DuPre, a Canadian who claimed 
he had been trained by the 
British Intelligence Service and 
parachuted into France. Acting 
as a half-witted Frenchman, he 
said he joined the Resistance 
and helped RAF flyers shot 
down behind the German lines 
to safety. DuPre eventually ad- 
mitted the hoax and Reynolds 
was absolved of all blame.

OW 60 years old, Pegler was 
born into an old newspaper 
family in Minneapolis. One of 
his first jobs was in the United 
Press Bureau in St. Louis By 
1916 he had become a war cor- 
respondent but after tangling 
with Adm, Sims and Gen. Persh- 
ing, he left London and enlisted 
in the navy. 

After the war Pegler became 
successively a sports writer for 
the United Press, the Chicago 
Tribune and the World Tele- 
gram. In 1932 he entered the 
realm of what he calls “cosmic” 
thinkers. 

Writing In the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, Jack Alexander said: 

“Since 1932, in somewhat the 
style of the old-fashioned news- 
paper editor, Pegler has cru- 
saded bitterly and constantly 
against his pet hates. Among 
these have been dictators at 
home and abroad, Father Cough- 
lin, Communists and Nazis—he 
is proud of the tag ‘red baiter’— 
ex-convicts running certain labor 
unions, political corruptionists, 
income-tax inquisitors and in- 
decency in the theater. He writes 
with a typewriter ribbon dipped 
in acid and uses freely moral- 
istic adjectives like vile, vicious, 
cunning, foul, degraded, low, 
filthy and immoral.” 

Through the years, Pegler has 
acquired the reputation of a man 
who is always indignant about 
something. So seldom do his col- 
umns express anything but irri- 
tation with something that he 
was once rumored to be dead 
when his column was devoted to 
praise of the film “Snow White 
and The Seven Dwarfs.”

West opened the diamond 
king. Dummy ruffed, and de- 
clarer then cashed the spade 
king and led to his own ace. The 
non-break of trumps was dis- 
appointing, and South could not 
afford to draw the third round 
because it was vital to get the 
club suit established. So South 
led to the queen. 


East, in with his club king, 
gave deep thought to his return. 
West had played the eight of 
spades on the first trump lead 
and nine on the second; this 
sequence, as well as South’s free 
two-spade bid, convinced East 
that trumps had been drawn 
and that the one slim chanceeto 
beat the contract was to find 
West with the ace of hearts. So 
East returned a heart—and that 
was the end. South won, drew 
West’s trump, cashed the club 
ace and ruffed a club, setting up 
the entire suit. 


It is quite true that West 
should have used the trump 
echo, playing the nine first and 
then the eight to show a three- 
card trump holding. Neverthe- 
less, in the light of South's re- 
dduble of three hearts, East had 
very little reason to misplace the 
heart ace. If he had returned a 
diamond, the hand would have
